We have been advised by the District Council that their 
recommendations concerning the review cf the’ parish boundary 
have been accepted by the Boundaries Commision and as a result 
the boundary has been re-drawn to include Fairway site 2 and 
ae part ef phase 9 formerly outside the village within Bar 
Hill, :

Three year olds can start mixing and baking under supervision, 
but the ingredients need not be complicated or expensive, just 
flour and water to begin with. Soon children can try real cook-— 
ing and it is worth using the right proportions so that some- 
thing catable can be made. Cut down quantities for a sponge 
cake mixture to 20z. margarine, 20z. sugar, 1 egg and 20z. flour 
to make small buns to be iced and‘ecaten later. <A plastic mixing 
bowl is the safcst kind to use and put a damp cloth underneath 
so that it won't slip. Crumble toppings for puddings can also 
be made quite: successfully by three and four year olds. hoz. 
flour and 20z. soft margarine rubbed together with sugar added 
complement most stewed fruits. Use the same mixture but add a 
pinch’ of salt instead’of sugar’and you have the basic for 
dumplings. It is best to add the water to these yourself!
